The policeman was .slightly 
wounded as he carried out a 
routine patrol. 

Fony house and shop owners in 
Hebron have written to the Inter- 
national Red Cross protesting 
against* the demolition of their 
property by Israeli authorities 
The buildings were demolished 
after a Palestinian attack on May 3 
in which six Israeli settlers died. 

The mayors of Hebron and 
Halhoul were expelled to Leba- 
non following the incident. 

Two men appointed by Israel to 
replace the expelled majors, said 
today they have rejected the 
appointments . Arab sources said. 

Mr. Mustafa Abdui-Nabi Ai 
Natsha and Mr. Hijazi Madvah, 
deputy* mayors of Hebron and 
Halhoul. were appointed two days 
ago. 

Israeli military sources said they 
were formally installed as mayors 
after brief ceremonies, but the two 
men insisted they regarded them- 
selves only as temporary replace- 
ments. 

But Arab sources have said Mr. 
Ai Natsha and Mr. Madvah. did 
not recognise the appointments 
because the expulsions were 
illegal. 


Kreisky warns against 
to free hostages from 


forcefn

ATHENS. May 27 (R) -- Ameri- 
can hostages held in Iran since last 
November will eventually be 
released provided forceful means 
of getting them out are not used 
again, Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kretsky said today. 

Dr. Kreisky, in Athens for a 
four-day official visit, arrived 
directly from Tehran after a two- 
day fact-finding mission about the 
Iranian revolution with Swedish 
opposition leader Oiof Palme and 
Spanish Socialist Party leader 
Felipe Gonzalez. 

“I believe the Iranian regime is 
fully aware of all the consequences 
stemming from the continued 
holding of the American hos- 
tages,” he told reporters when he 


arrived. 

“But 1 also believe that if any 
further force is attempted there 
will be results harmful to everyone 
concerned, including the inter- 
national community and the cause 
of peace,” he added. 

"If a mild climate of negoti- 
ations prevails, then 1 am con- 
fident that sooner or later the hos- 
tages will be released.” 

This morning Dr. Kreisky met 
President Constantine Karaman- 
lis, before opening talks with 
Prime Minister George Rallis- 
During his stay Dr. Kreisky will 
also have talks with Greek Fore- 
ign Minister Constantine Mit- 
sotakis and other Greek officials. 

The chancellor said democracy 


was taking shupe in Iran, and he 
added: “This is certainly 3 very 
optismistic development.” 

His views were apparently 
shared by Mr. Gonzalez, who told 
reporters on his return io Madrid 
that Iran should be allowed to 
resolve the issue of the hostages 
without outside interference. 

The Spanish socialist leader 
said: “The Iranian authorities are 
fully aware of the implications of 
the problem and its impor- 
tance. ..Their capacity of solving it 
must therefore be respected.” 

Mr. Gonzalez said the neutr- 
ality of Iran must be established as 
it was a key Middle East country 
undergoing a profound political 
and economic change. 


“This process appeals to be in 
danger of being halted by the con- 
stant pressure from Washington 
which, in our opinion, creates the 
risk of pushing Iran in the other 
(communist) camp,” he said. 

In Stockholm. Mr. Palme told a 
press conference he believed the 
hostages might be released rela- 
tively soon. “But this decision 
must be left to the Iranians them- 
selves. The process needs no inter- 
ference from outside Iran.” 

The Swedish opposition leader 
did not elaborate, but he said he 
did not think the U.S. and Euro- 
pean economic sanctions against 
Iran would affect the fate of the 
hostages. 


Afghan aide welcomes contact 
with three-man Islamic team 


MOSCOW, May 27 (R> - 
Afghanistan's foreign minister, 
Mr. Shah Mohammad Dost today 
gave a cautious welcome to the 
decision by Islamic countries last 
week to make contact with his 
government through a three -man 
committee. 

The soviet News Agency Tass, 
reporting from Kabul, said Mr. 
Dost told a press conference the 
Afghan government was studying 
the resolution on Afghanistan 
approved at the Islamabad meet- 
ing, to which it was not invited. 

The meeting set up a team con- 
sisting of the Islamic Conference 
Organisation (ICO) Secretary- 
General Habib Chatty of Tunisia, 
Iranian Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Qotbzadeh and Pakistan’s Fore- 
ign Affairs Adviser Aga Shahi to 
seek a solution to the Afghan 
crisis. 

The committee was authorised, 
to make contact not only with 
Moscow but with the government 
of President Babrak Karmal in 
.Kabul, though this wifi not mean 
formal recognition. 

Mr. Dost said his government 
was aware of the formation of the 
committee, -and would study the 
idea to see how it conesponded to 
Afghanistan's own offer, made on 
May 14, of direct talks with Pakis- 
tan and Iran. 

“We think that the veiy fact of 
the committee's intention to con- 
sult with the government of the 
DRA (Afghanistan) is the rec- 
ognition of an obvious reality — 
that it is useless to consider ques- 
tions concerning this region with- 
out the direct participation of the 
DRA,” he said. 

But Mr. Dost said Afghanistan 


categorically rejected the idea of 
an international conference to 
solve the crisis, because this would 
be interference in its internal 
affairs and an infringement of its 
rights. 

He also sharply criticised Iran 
for allowing Afghan rebels to 
attend the Islamabad conference 
as pan of its delegation. He said 
Afghan people were angry. The 
rebels were "paid agents of imper- 
ialism.” 

He also condemned The con- 
ference's final resolution on 


Afghanistan, saying it contained 
slanderous inventions and insinu- 
ations and was couched in 
extremely hostile language. 

So far there has been no com- 
ment in Moscow on the establ- 
ishment of the three-man mission. 

Mr. Dost denied recent reports 
of riots and shootings in Kabul and 
other towns, describing them as 
■‘western propaganda fab- 
rications”. He said the situation in 
the country over the last five 
months had gradually returned to 
normal. Tass reported. 


3 U.S- banks 
cut prime rates 

NEW YORK, May 27 (R) - 
Three major U.S. banks today 
cut their prime lending rate by 
as much as two full percentage 
points, to 14 per cent. 

The prime rate, the interest 
banks charge on loans to their 
best corporate customers, has 
fallen sharply in recent weeks 
since it soared to a record 20 per 
cent in April. 

Morgan Guaranty Trust 
Company led today's retreat, 
slashing its prime rate to 14 
from 16 per cent. Bankers 
Trust Company and First 
National Bank of Chicago both 
trimmed their prime rates to 
the 14 per cent level from 15.5 
per cent.

The state radio reported that 
Mr. Begin had decided to move 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
to the defence post and to put 
Energy Minister Yitzhak Modai in 
chart 1 ? of foreign affairs. 

The radio quoted Mr. Modai as 
saying the appointments were not 
final, and depended on the con- 
sent of the other coalition factions. 

A government spokesman 
refused to confirm the radio 
report, but political sources said it 
seemed a likely way round the 
dilemma facing Mr. Begin since 
Mr. Weizman resigned two days 
ago, partly in protest at hawkish 
cabinet policies. 

The sources said Mr. Begin 
planned to bring in as energy 
minister Professor Moshe Arens, 
now chairman of the influential 
defence and foreign affairs com- 
mittee of the Knesset. 

Like Mr. Shamir and Mr. 
Modai. Professor Arens is noted 
for hard-line views. None of the 
three men would be likely to resist 
hawkish policies in the way Mr. 
Wetzman did.

GENEVA, May 26 (INPA) -■ 
Although unemployment has vir- 
tually been wiped out and there 
has been a steady growth of 
income, workers in the Israeli- 

occupied territories have largely 
depended on the export of their 
labour to Israel proper, the latest 
report of the International Labour 
Office says. 

The report was compiled from 
findings of a mission in March this 
y ear which had conversations with 
Israel’s rivil and military occu- 
pation authorities, with employ- 
ers’ and workers’ organisers, with 

municipal authorities and with 

trade union leaders on the West 
Bank of Jordan. It also met the 
mayors of Hebron, Bethlehem 
and Beit Jala. 

The report notes that more than 
one third of the total of 216,000 
people employed in 1979 went to 
work in IsraeL In view of the state 
of occupation, the ILO report 
says, no authority exists which 
might negotiate manpower 
agreements taking account of the 


positions of the various parties 
concerned, or implement national 
development policies based on the 
specific needs of the local popu- 
lation. 

The report concludes that more 
needs to be done ’ to permit 
economic and social development 
activities to expand for the benefit 
of the Arab population. 

While a previous mission had 
expressed concern about the large 
proportion of migrant labour 
employed “irregularly'’ in Israel, 
this year's mission reported that 
the Israeli authorities had con- 
firmed their active determination 
to take steps against such “irre- 
gular” employment. 

The proportion of workers thus 
employed was now said to be 
about one quarter of the total 
number of Arab employees from 
the occupied territories in IsraeL 
The report recommended dis- 
suasive penalties for inter- 
mediaries who organised illegal 
movement of people for employ- 
ment purposes. 



AMMAN, May 27 (JN A)— The cabinet today appointed six heads of 
government departments. It made Dr. Sami Sunna* director general 
of the Agricultural Credit Corporation; Mr. Khaled Radaydeb 
under-secretary of the Civil Service Commission, Dr. Salem A1 
Lawzi under-secretary of die Ministry of Agriculture; Mr. Moham- 
mad Saleh under-secretary of the Ministry of Industry and Trade: 
Mr. Mohammad Ali Wartiam under-secretary of the Ministry of 
Social Development and Dr. Hashem Dabbas director of the Gen- 
eral Audit Office. At its meeting today the cabinet also retired on 
pension six employees from the Ministry of Foreign affairs and three 
from other departments. 

AMMAN, May 27 (JNA) — Greek -Jordanian talks opened at the 
Ministry of Education ben today to explore means of increasing 
cooperation in education between the two countries. The talks are 
being conducted by a team from the Ministry of Education led by the 
Under-secretary, Mr. Thihni Ra’fat, and a Greek educational deleg- 
ation which arrived in Amman yesterday on a two-day .visit. 

AMMAN, May 27 (JNA) — The Jordan Valley Authority today 
handed over 300 hooting units to fanners in the northern Jordan 
Valley region. The units were built by the Housing Corporation in 
the villages of Northern Shuneh, Manshiyeh, QuJay at Waqqas, AI 
Mashare’, Wadi Al Yabis and Kuraymeh. Fanners will have to pay 
the cost of their new houses over a period of 20 months. According to 
the District Governor of the region, Mr. ’izzeddin AJ Gharaybeh, 
each unit has an area of 63 square metres, and they cost JD 3,100 
each to build. 

AMMAN, May 27 (JNA) —The newly appointed Jordanian Ambas- 
sador to Bahrain, Mr. Saleh Al Kabariti, today presented his cre- 
dentials to the country’s ruler. Sheikh ‘Issa Ibn Salman Al Khalifa. At 
the ceremony. Sheikh ’Issa and the ambassador lauded the strong 
relations -be tween Jordan and Bahrain. 

AMMAN, May 27 (JNA) — The expansion of nutritional prog- 
rammes for reboot children in Jordan was the tope of discussion at a 
meeting today between the under-secretary of the Ministry of Edu- 
cation and a two-member team from the World Food Programme 
(WFP). A ministry source said the two sides discussed the prospect of 
adding Madaba, Karak, Jera&h and AJloun schools to the prog- 
ramme. At present only government schools in Ma'an. Tafilah and 
Mafraq are included in the programme: 47,000 students in these 
towns benefit from it. With the increase, the source said, the figure 
would jump to 123.000 

AMMAN, May 27 (JNA) — A Tunisian edncational delegation is due 
in Amman on Thursday for a three -day visit at the invitation of the 
Ministry of Education. During the visit the delegation will hold talks 
with Jordanian officials on promoting educational relations between 
Jordan and Tunisia. 

GIB ID, May 27 (JNA) — A total of eight thousand cubic metres of 
drinking water a day will be available to the inhabitants of this city 
this summer, a municipality spokesman said here today. The figure ‘ 
last summer was five thousand. At meeting among representatives of 
the Water Supply Corporation, the municipality and the governor of 
Irbid, it was also decided to increase water supplies to vij lages in Irbid 
Govcmorate. A total of 30,000 cubic metres of water a day will be 
supplied to them. 

AMMAN, May 27 (JT) — Members of the National Consultative 
Council (NCC) are from now on expected to heed a *no smoking’ 
request made by the council's president, Mr. Ahmad Tarawneh, 
during yesterday* s session. A report by Al Ra'i newspaper said the 
motion was put forward by several NCC members, mostly doctors, 
and was approved by Mr. Tarawneh, who announced it to the mem- 
bers. Upon receiving unanimous approval, the president ordered all 
ash-trays to be removed from the tables. 

AMMAN, May 27 (JT) — As of today imported canned soft drinks, 
such as Pepsi, Seven Up and Crash, wifl be sold for 120 fib a can, 
according to an order by the minister of supply. It said each can must 
contain 12 ounces of ’the drink, and be snffidently cooled. The 
former price of the drinks was 150 fils each. 

AMMAN. May 27 (JNA) — Twenty-one pick-up trucks arrived in 
Aqaba today as a gift from the South Korean government. The South 
Korean Ambassador in Amman, Mr. Jin Cbull Sob, handed the 
vehicles' documents to Under-secretary of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs' Amer Shammout, who expressed the government's appreci- 
ation for the gift, which serves as a token of friendship and coop- 
eration between the two countries. 

AMMAN, May 27 (JT) — The CivO Aviation Council of Arab States 
will open an extraordinary meeting hereon Thursday. Taking part in 
the meeting will be representatives of 19 Arab states ami seven 
international civil aviation organisation. During the four-day meet- 
ing the council will dis c uss a unified strategy for Arab civil aviation, 
cooperation among Arab states in civil aviation and the council's plan 
for 1980-1985. The council, which began operations in 1967, at 

developing the principles, techniques and economics of air transport 
in the Arab World. 

AMMAN, May 27 (JNA) — A spokesman for the Public Security 
Directorate announced today that a total of nine incidents occurred 
in Jordan over the past 24 hours, resulting in the injury of four 
people. Among these, he said, there was one road accident. 

AMMAN, May 27 (JNA) — A handball t»»m from China will arrive 
in A mman on Thursday for a week-long visit. It will play against the 
Jordanian national team and tire military team. The visit comes at the 
invitation of the military sports union in Jordan. 

AMMAN, May 27 (JNA) — A total of JD 3i mfiHp n were deposited 
in tiie Post Office Savings Fund last month, according to the fund's 
board. It said nearly 7 1 ,500 people deposited the savings, which the 
fund invests in developments projects and businesses in Jordan. • 

AMMAN, May 27 (JNA) -- The military governor today endorsed a 
sentence passed by the military court on two rWMs for hashish 
trafficking. They will each pay a fine of JD 500, and wifl spend a 
prison sentence of five years with labour. 


The report was concerned 1

Perhaps tins is only to be expected. At least 
since 1948 internal political considerations have 
always seriously affected American policy- 
making towards the Middle East, and in an elec- 
tion year they usually control it. But while aviator 
should perhaps not be' surprised by this, he cannot ' 
help folding it depressing. And if Governor 
Reagan wins the presidential election many more 
months will have to go by before. the area is 
studied according to the strategic economic and 
political priorities of the U-S v and its allies.' 

A string of semi-commhroenls, ipjmfickxis and 
huKXin atc comments and steer ffec tion terfagjlb- 
berish will have to be jettisoned before there can 
again be a rational approach to the Middle East. ' 

To give just one example of the sort of remark 
that passes for statesmanship in these elec- 
tioneering days. Governor Reagan was quoted in

A series of circumstances have combined this 
year to make the Arab-JEsrael issue more central 
and more politically relevant than in any previous 
presidential election. This inevitably means that- 
the powerful Zionist lobbies are in an aggressive 
mood, and all politicians up for election axe wilt- 
ing under the relentless pressure. * ... 

An incumbent president. Instead of Sailing 
gracefully towards the renomination, has been 
forced to fight hard for h arid from a position of 
relative weakness.

BIRMINGHAM. May 27 I AP)~ 
A rust-proof car that can cover 
160 kilometres on one gallon of 
gasoline has been unveiled by 
British Levland (BL), the state- 
run auto manufacturer. The com- 
pany claimed today that the pro- 
totype ECV2 — for energy con- 
servation vehicle -- has achieved 
100 kilometres a gallon at a steady 
96 kph. and managed 112 
kilometres to the gallon on busy 
city streets. A diesel engine could 
give even more than 100 mpg, the 
company says. 

The reason for better per- 
formance in the crowded stop- 
start conditions of urban motoring 
was not disclosed. BL say they can 
mass-produce the car by 1987 if 
thev get government funds. With- 
out help. it could be 10 years away 
and may be overtaken by com- 
petitors "like Volkswagen of West 
Germany. 

The thrust behind the new car is 
BL's belief that fuel prices will 
increase two to three times in real 
terras by the middle to fate 1980 
and that gasoline qualify will 
deteriorate. The company said it 
also is developing cars to run on 
liquid petroleum gas from the 
North Sea. 

The ECV2's low fuel con- 
sumption is helped by using light- 
weight alloys and reinforced plas- 
tics, improved aerodynamics and 
high efficiency small capacity 
engines. It has more space than a 


mini-car but weighs less. 

The average British family car 
does 28 to 35 mpg in town and up 
to 45 mpg on a steady run. A 
Ros^Royce drinks one gallon 
over 1 1 miles and a red London 
double-deck bus wim cicscl 
enaine does 5 rr.og. 

Mr. Spcn King, chairman of Si- 
technology. said he believes his 
companv i.s ahead of competitors 
in reducing weight while retaining 
stability and rigidity in the ECY2. 

State-aided foreign competitors 
are spending heavily on similar 
developments, while the Briiish 
government has shown little 
enthusiasm for the EC'v'2. Mr. 
King said. 

British governments art notori- 
ous non-backer> of new inven- 
tions and technology. The cool- 
ness toward the ECV2 could be 
partk due to the government's 
past underwriting of BL losses and 
funding a £2.8 billion investment 
programme through 1982.

Birmingham. 

Meanwhile Mr. Yoshitake 
Sasaki, minister of international 
trade and industry, urged Japan- 
ese electric power firms today to 
use more coal and nuclear power 
end reject their reliance on oil for 
generating electricity. 

The request followed an advis- 
ory ar a ministerial meeting of the 
international Energy Agency 
i!EAi in Paris last week that 
Japan should reduce oil-burning 
power plants as a means of saving 
oil. 

A ministry spokesman said Mr. 
Gaishi Hiraiwa. president of the 
federation of nine major electric 
power companies, told Mr. Sasaki 
that the electric power industry 
will study the request and at the 
same time asked the government 
to provide the industry with finan- 
cial assistance for fuel switching 
projects.

student demonstrations against 
the country’s seven-month-old 
martial law and in favour of demo- 
cratic reforms, was a “communist 
rebellion.” 


Hua: N. Korea not about 
to intervene in S. Korea 


TOKYO, May 27 (R) - Chinese 
Premier Hua Guofeng told Japan- 
ese Prime Minister Masayoshi 
Ohira today that North Korea is 
not about to intervene m polit- 
ically unsettled South Korea, 
Japanese government sources 
said. 

The Chinese leader, who 
arrived here today for a five-day 
state visit to cement relations bet- 
ween the two Asian powers, gave - 
his assessment of the situation on 
the Korean peninsula during two 
hours of private talks with Mr. 
Ohira on the world situation, the 
sources said. 

Mr. Ohira is anxious to seek Mr. 
Hua's cooperation in using 
China’s influence on Pyongyang 
to avoid making the turbulent 
situation in South Korea any 
worse. 

North Korea has repeatedly 
denied in radio broadcasts and 
newspaper statements that it has 
plans to intervene in South Korea 
following the rebellion there 
against martial law. 

But despite these assurances, 
Japanese officials have continued 
to express concern about South 
Korea's political stability and a 
potential intervention from the 
north. 

Aside from South Korea, where 
earlier today troops crushed a 
week old uprising in the city of 
Kwangju, the two Asian leaders 
were also reported to have 
dicussed Soviet military moves in 
Afghanistan and the expansion of 
Soviet power in the Pacific. 

But Mr. Ohira. who is serving as 
caretaker prime minister after los- 
ing a no-confidence vote in the 
Diet (parliament) 11 days ago 
when 69 members of his own party 
deserted him, is carefully avoiding 


sumng up any domestic con- 
troversy during Mr. Hua's visit. 

He is especially sensitive about 
China's hope that Japan will 
shdrply boost its -defence capa- 
bility to meet what it views as the 
rising Soviet threat to stability in 
Asia. He is trying to keep a low 
profile on the defence issue until 
the June 22 election.. 

Both Japan and China have con- 
demned the Afghanistan inter- 
vention and are boycotting the 
Moscow Summer Olympic Chimes 
in protest against the Soviet 
refusal to withdraw. 

The Chinese leader plans to 
hold further talks tomorrow with 
Mr. Ohira on China's economic 
development and to visit several 
Japanese industrial sites this 
week. 

The premier, accompanied by 
Chinese Vice-Premier Gu Mu and 
Foreign Minister Huang Hua. has 
been shielded by about 10,000 
Japanese police from right-wing 
demonstrators who have 
denounced the visit as pan of a 
Chinese plan to spread com- 
munism. There have been no inci- 
dents as rhe demonstrators have 
been kept well out of sight. 


The government claimed 
throughout that “North Korean 
communist agents" were to blame 
for the Kwangju revolt. The rebels 
claimed it became an open, armed 
iinsurrection only after para- 
troopers used excessive force in 
trying to control what had started 
as a peaceful demons! ration. 

Numerous representatives of 
the students and their sym- 
pathisers denied there was com- 
munist or North Korean involve- 
ment. They sought to negotiate a 
truce with the authorities that 
would have required the gov- 
ernment to admit the para- 
troopers' brutality and accept 
responsibility for the uprising. 

While a group of several 
hundred militant students were at 
the centre of the rebellion, their 
demands attracted considerable 
sympathy among the 800,000 
people of Kwangju, a city some 
250 kilometres south of Seoul. 

Martial law authorities today 
informed the rebels, apparently by 
telephone, that they had two 
hours to surrender and vacate the 
provincial headquarters or they 
would be attacked. 

As the word was passed, scores 
of students raced to the provincial 
building, where guns were handed 
out. Small observation planes flew 
low over the city, using 
loudspeakers to warn citizens to 
stay indoors and calling on the 
rebels to give up. 

At the same time, a local radio 
station broadcast in English a 
warning to all foreigners saying, 
“The military is performing an 
operation to eliminate the rioters. 
Please keep inside the building 
and don't come out.” 

The South Korean foreign 
ministry had warned foreign 
embassies late Sunday that their 
nationals should leave Kwangju 
“as soon as possible.” It was not 
known how many were still in the 
city at the time of the attack, or 
whether there were any non- 
Korean casualties. 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland, May 27 |R) - A total 
of 85 countries have entered the 1980 Olympic 
Games in Moscow and 56 have either declined 
invitations or not replied, the International Oly- 
mpic Committee (IOC) said today. 

.Aji earlier announcement said 36 countries had 
refused to attend, but a later statement from IOC 
headquarters here corrected this figure to 29 and 
said 27 countries had failed to reply to invitations. 

An IOC spokesman, asked to comment on a 
suggestion by a Senior Soviet Olympic official that 
the list was not final, said it was possible that 
replies might still be received in the next few days 
from some countries which had not answered invi- 
tations. 

Although the deadline for entries was last 
Saturday, late replies could be submitted to the 
IOC executive board for approval, the spokesman 
said. The nine-man executive will meet in 
Lausanne on June 9 and 10 to'Teview the overall 
situation." today's announcement said. 

The Soviet official. Mr. Vladimir Popov, press 
chief for the Soviet organising committee, indi- 
cated that other countries which might take a late 
decision to come would be welcome.

Mr. B ush lost 1 8 out of 24 prim- 
ary elections to Mr. Reagan, thus 
paving the way for a Republican 
candidate who favours hard-line 
foreign policies and economic 
policies that stress free enterprise. 

The party will hold its con- 
vention in July, an event almost 
certain to be a mere formality for 
Mr. Reagan.

The deputy fire management 
officer for the Tasmanian Forestry 
Commission, Mr. Tony Mount, 
said rhat 200-year-old native 
eucal.vptus trees .dying from lack 
of warer in some areas indicated 
the severity of the drought. 

Mr. Mount said Tasmania had 
experienced th*B windiest 
. December and January on record, 
with prevailing westerly winds 
aggravating the drought. 

Tasmania carries four million 
sheep, 600,000 beef cattle and 
175,000 dairy cows, most of them 
in drought-affected areas. Cereal 
crops and forest growths also are 
expected to be affected.
